The 
third member of the squad having previous cage experience was Don Barber and men of the Navy 
V-12 unit with outstanding high school records in the game, reported to defend the name of the 


Bearcat on the hardwood. 


The ‘Cats opened their season with a home game against the soldiers of Rosecrans Field who 


claimed victory over us by a two point margin, in a game that predicted action in games to follow. 


We were hosts to Peru, Nebraska, Teachers on January 3, and at the end were out in front by 
a 25-point lead, the score reading 45 to 20. By now, Coach Milner was using Steck and Swanson 
as guards; Corken and Rensbarger at forward positions; switching Mitchell and Koester as center, 
and continually shifting his men to find a strong defense and aggressive offense. In the game 


against Peru, every Bearcat went into the game and still the sccre mounted for us. 


Park College went home at the long end of a 20-27 score defeating us on our own court, Jan- 
uary 5. Seeking revenge, we met Rosecrans Flyers in a return engagement on their court January 


10, and won, but once again that two-point margin was left on the scoreboard as the game ended.

We split the next two away-from-home games between victory and defeat, winning over War- 
rensburg Mules by a 57 to 31 score, and losing to Olathe Naval Air Station the following night by 


another two-point margin, the Clippers scoring 43 to our 41. 


To the amazement of Bearcat followers we defeated the sirong Prati-Whitney team of Kansas 
City by a margin of six points, the score being 42 to 38. Fort Leavenworth evened their score with 


us by defeating the ‘Cats 37 to 39, in a game here January 26. 


We won again over Rockhurst in Kansas City and once more over Warrensburg on our own 
court. Pratit-Whitney defeated us by a score of 39 to 50 on their own floor, February 7. We lost io 


our precious victim, Peru, at Peru, on February 14, by a three-point edge, 43 to 46. 


We completed the season with two victories, winning over Park College at Park by a 38 to 32 


score, and defeating the Olathe Clippers -by a score of 39 to 35 in our gymnasium.
